THE NUMBERING OF THE OBJECTS AND ANNOTATED BIBLIOGRAPHY 


THE NUMBERING OF OBJECTS 

The numbering of objects as they 
enter the Museum is today a 
continuation of the system initiated 
by Mariette in his personal Inventaire du 
Musée de Boulaq, the original manuscript 
of which is kept in the Bibliothèque 
Nationale in Paris. 

The Inventaire was subsequently 
copied and used as the museum's 
official Register of Acceptance (Journal 
d'Entrée). There are currently twenty- 
four volumes of the Journal d'Entrée, in 
which around ninety-nine thousand 


entries are recorded (more than one 
object may correspond to a single 
entry number). The Journal d'Entrée 
numbers are usually painted in black 
on the objects and may in certain 
cases be preceded by the abbreviation 
JE. 

The numbers corresponding to 
the publication of the objects in the 
general catalogue (Catalogue Général) of 
the Museum (see below) are generally 
painted in red on the objects and in 
certain cases are preceded by the 
abbreviation CG. 


It was customary that-whenever 
the author of a volume of the 
catalogue аѕѕівпеа а number it was 
immediately applied to the object. As 
certain volumes of the catalogue, even 
though they were ready for | 
publication, have never been issued, it 
may be that a CG number does not 
actually correspond to the actual 
publication of the object to which it 
has been applied.

The rapid transfer of the monuments 
from the site at Giza to the present 
location at Midan el-Tahrir was not 
without its problems, and many 
objects lost their JE number. This 


situation convinced the museum staff 
that there was a need to provide a new 
numbering system for the objects that 
lacked any information that could be 
identified through the sketchy 
descriptions іп the Journal d'Entrée. А 
provisional system was thus devised, 
abbreviated as TR’ (from the English, 
Temporary Register) or 'RT' (from the 
French, Registre Temporaire), which 
indicated the day, month and year (of 
the new cataloguing), followed by a 
progressive number used to 
differentiate the various objects 
registered on the same day. Where the 
JE or CG number of an object was 
identified, the TR was automatically 
eliminated. 

The provisional numbering is 
painted in a cross on the objects and is 
to be read from left to right and from 
top to bottom. For typographical 
reasons, a TR number is generally 
transcribed in publications by 
separating data with a full stop. 

There are twelve volumes in the 
Temporary Register. The first object 
inventoried is dated 3 May, 1914. 


In the 1960s the organization of the 
museum was completely revised, 
following which all the objects were 
subdivided into seven sections: 

1) Treasure of Tutankhamun, jewels, 
and royal mummies. 

11) Old Kingdom 

Ш) Middle Kingdom 

IV) New Kingdom and written 
material 

V) Late Period 

VI) Coins and papyri 

VII) Scarabs, sarcophaghi and ostraca 


Each section has an autonomous 
system of registration involving the 
attribution of a progressive number to 
each object, according to its position 
within the museum halls. Nowadays, 
rather than being recorded in the 
Temporary Register, an object lacking 
any form of numbering will on 
occasion be assigned a number in the 
Special Register (abbreviated as ‘SR’) 
of the section concerned. 

The SR numbers are painted in 
white on black cards placed alongside 
the objects. When these numbers are 
cited in a publication the object's 
progressive number is always preceded 
by that of the section in Roman 
numerals. 

Given that the statues found in the 
Karnak Cachette and the objects 
forming part of the funerary 
assemblage of Tutankhamun have 
received only partial publication in the 
volumes of the Catalogue Général, they 
are still cited in some publications 
through the numbers attributed to 
them at the moment of their 
discovery. The white tags with black 
lettering placed by Carter when he 
photographed the objects in situ can 
still be seen in the museum display 
cases. The number attributed by 
Legrain, preceded by the initial К’ is 
traced on many of the sculptural works 
found іп the Karnak Cachette. 


THE CATALOGUE GÉNÉRAL 

At the time of the construction of the 
new museum building it was decided 
to publish details of the entire 
collection of Egyptian Antiquities in 
Cairo in the form of formal catalogues. 
Each batch of objects was attributed а 
sequence of numbers and was assigned 
to an expert, generally a member of 
the Museum or the Antiquities Service 
staff. 


The first volumes of the Catalogue 
Général (abbreviated as ‘CG’) were 
published shortly after the opening of 
the new museum premises. The 
regularity of their publication 
decreased with the outbreak of the 
First World War, further diminished 
following the Second World War, and 
came to a virtual standstill in the late 
19505. Of this publishing venture, 
unique in the extent and accuracy of 
the documentation, around eighty of 
the hundred or so volumes originally 
planned have been published. Some of 
them are still stored in manuscript 
form, just as they were left by the 
experts who were working on them, 
while others have never been 
completed. 

Only in recent years have attempts 
been made to revive the systematic 
publication of the vast collections 
of the Egyptian Museum.

MUSEUM GUIDES 

The first descriptions of the objects 
currently held in the Egyptian 
Museum in Cairo were written by 
Mariette in the early years of the 
Antiquities Service, and refer to the 
objects displayed in the halls of the 
museum at Bulaq. The very title of the 
guide reveals that Mariette considered 
the Bulaq premises to be no more than 
provisional (A. Mariette-bey, Notice des 
principaux monuments exposés dans les galeries 
provisoires du Musée d'Antiquités Égyptiennes 
de $ A. le Vice-roi à Boulaq). The first 
and the second (revised and expanded) 
editions were published in Alexandria 
(1864—68); the third and the fourth in 
Paris (1869-1872); the fifth 
(completely revised), the sixth and 
seventh in Cairo (1874, 1876, 1879). 


A selection of the most important 
exhibits from the Bulaq museum forms 
the basis of another work by Mariette, 
Album du Musée de Boulag, published in 
Cairo in 1871, in which ample space 
was devoted to views of the halls and 
the way the objects were displayed in 
them. 

Published posthumously from a 
manuscript, Auguste Mariette’ 
Monuments, divers recueillis en Égypte et en 
Nubie (Paris, 1899), in addition to 
documenting the scope of the 
Frenchman's excavations in Egypt, also 
acted as a catalogue of all the objects 
found and preserved in the Bulaq 
museum. 

The book by Luigi Vassalli, 

I monumenti istorici egizi. Il Museo е gli scavi 
d'Antichità eseguiti per ordine di S. A. il Viceré 
Ismail Pascià, Milan, 1867, describes the 
first excavations by the Antiquities 
Service and the events that led to the 
creation of the Bulaq museum. 

The last guide to the Bulaq 
museum was written by Mariette's 
successor, Gaston Maspero (Guide du 
visiteur du Musée de Boulaq, Cairo, 1883). 
Gaston Maspero was also responsible 
for the guide to the museum of Giza 
(Notice des principaux monuments exposés au 
Musée de Gizeb), published first in Cairo 
in 1892 and then reprinted in 1895, 
The compilation of the first guide to 
the Egyptian Museum in the new 
building at Midan el-Tahrir again fell 
to Maspero: Guide du visiteur au Musée du 
Caire. This volume, published in Cairo, 
was revised on a number of occasions 
between 1902 and 1915. There was 
also a version in English edited by JE. 
and A.A. Quibell (Guide to the Cairo 
Museum), which was also reprinted on 
numerous occasions between 1903 and 
1915. The German edition dates from 
1912 and was translated and revised 
Бу С. Roeder(Fiibrer durch dem 
Agyptischen Museum zu Kairo), and was 
also published in Cairo. 

Following the example set by his 
predecessor, G. Daressy published a 
Notice sommaire des principaux monuments 
exposés au musée Egyptien du Caire (Cairo, 
1922, with an English edition 
published in the same year) that takes 
into account the changes within the 
museum since its inauguration. 

The discovery of Tutankhamun's 
tomb and the subsequent arrival at the 
Museum of all the objects belonging 
to his funerary assemblage obliged 
Daressy to publish a revised and 
expanded edition of his guide in 1925. 

In 1927, without mention of the 
author, but following the format of 
Daressy's guide, a guide was published 
at Cairo in English (Cairo Museum. A 
Brief Description of the Principal Monuments) 
and French (Musée du Caire. Notice 
sommaire des principaux monuments), with 
numerous modifications determined by 
the arrival of the objects from the 
tomb of Tutankhamun that persisted 
up until the early 1930s. 

A German guide to the museum 
(edited by A. Hermann) dates from 
1935. From the end of the Second 
World War the guide to the museum 
became available in its definitive 
format. Between 1946 and 1986 
numerous editions were published 
(with a version in Arabic joining the 
English and French editions) that 
attempted to keep up with the changes 
made within the museum's display 
areas. The numbering of the objects in 
the guide is unique and corresponds 
with white labels with a red line on 
the lower edge applied to the bases or 
the frames of the display cases. 


PUBLICATIONS RELATING 
TO SELECTED OBJECTS 


Many works, especially by western 
authors, are dedicated to a discussion 
of a selection of the museum's most 
significant exhibits. One such volume 
intended for the most discerning and 
interested visitors, and in which each 
object is described according to the 
criteria of a scientific catalogue is the 
book by M. Saleh and H. Sourouzian, 
The Egyptian Museum Cairo. Official 
Catalogue, Mainz am Rhein, 1987 (also 
published in French and German). It 
contains a selection of almost three 
hundred objects, to which are 
attributed a specific number that 
corresponds with brown self-adhesive 
labels with white numerals applied to 
the display case or on the base. This is 
undoubtedly the work that better than 
any other allows one, while visiting 
the museum and viewing the exhibits, 
to gain an almost complete overview 
of Pharaonic culture. 

Along the same lines but with a 
more general treatment of the 
monuments are the multi-author 
volume Agyptische Kunst aus den 
Sammlungen des Museums in Kairo (Prague, 
1962) and the works by W. Forman, 
M. Vilimkova and M. H. Abd 
al-Rahman (Egyptian Art, London, 
1962, published in German in 1972), 
R.P. Riesterer (Das Agyptische Museum 
Капо. Band I: Augsgewäblte Kostbarkeiten 
and Band II. Grabschatz des Tut-ench- 
Amun, Berne, 1966), E.L.B. Terrace and 
H. G. Fisher (Treasures of the Cairo 
Museum, London, 1970) and R.P. 
Riesterer and K. Lambelet (Das 
Agyptisches Museum Kairo, Berne, 

1980). The book Ьу S. Donadoni, 
Musei del mondo: Museo Egizio, Milan, 
1969 (English edition 1969, French 
edition 1971, German edition 1976) 
and the one by J.-P. Corteggiani 
L'Égypte des pharaons au Musée du Caire, 
Paris, 1979, 1986 (German edition 
1979, 1987, English edition 1987) are 
the result of personal selections made 
by the authors on the basis of 
discussions across the whole history of 
Egyptian culture. Readers therefore 
have the unique opportunity of being 
guided through the museum by two of 
the most authoritative experts in the 
field. 

The collective work co-ordinated 
by Maspero, Le Musée Egyptien in three 
volumes published in Cairo between 
1890 and 1924 is devoted to particular 
exhibits and the problems relating to 
them in an exhaustive treatment. 

The book by G. Grimm and D. 
Johannes (Kunst der Ptolemäer und 
Römerzeit in Agyptischen Museum Kairo, 
Mainz am Rhein, 1975) remains 
somewhat unusual among the works 
dedicated to the pharaonic exhibits in 
that it deals exclusively with the 
objects belonging to the Greco- 
Roman period in Egypt that, in spite 
of the opening of the Greco-Roman 
Museum in Alexandria, are still housed 
in the Egyptian Museum in Cairo, 
This is a detailed annotated catalogue 
that presents to an academic 
readership a series of objects that 
would otherwise be relatively 
unknown but which document the 
crucial period of the fusion of Greek 
civilization with the Mediterranean 
world. 

The recent opening of the hall of 
the royal mummies on the first floor 
has led to the publication, in addition 
to the official guide, of a slim volume 
by S. Ikram and A. Dodson, Royal 
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Mummies in the Egyptian Museum, Cairo, 
1997, in which not only all the royal 
mummies found within the Museum 
are described but also all those from 
the Cachette of Deir el-Bahri and the 
excavations conducted in the Valley of 
the Kings that for one reason or 
another are preserved elsewhere. 

There are various volumes devoted 
to the Museum in which photography 
plays a leading role. The most 
important are: Le Musée du Caire. 
Photographies inédites d'André Vigneau, 
Paris, 1949, and E. Drioton, Encylopédie 
photographique de l'art: le Musée du Caire, 
Paris, 1949. By this last author there is 
also a small guide, which, however, is 
not an official publication, E. Drioton, 
Le Musée Égyptien, Cairo, 1939. 

The Museum is reduced to its 
essentials in the catalogue-guide by M. 
Saleh, Cairo. The Egyptian Museum and 
Pharaonic Sites (Cairo, 1997). In just a 
few pages all the major masterpieces 
are described with incomparable 
majesty by the man who perhaps 
knows them best, having been the 
director of the Museum for over 
twenty years. 


EXHIBITIONS HELD 

AT THE EGYPTIAN MUSEUM 

From the 1970s the Museum has also 
been used as a venue for temporary 
exhibitions, which have served above 
all to celebrate the excavations of 
foreign nations or the work of eminent 
Egyptologists. Two exhibitions held in 
1976 and 1988 (of which there is no 
catalogue available) were organized to 
display to the public newly acquired 
or less well-known exhibits from the 
museum's collection.

FOREIGN EXHIBITIONS OF OBJECTS 
FROM THE EGYPTIAN MUSEUM 

From the early 1960s to the second 
half of the 1980s a series of major 
exhibitions took many of the most 
important of the Museum's exhibits 
around the world. As well as being 
opportunities to present the wonders 
of the pharaonic civilization to those 
unable to travel to Egypt, they also 
served to bring to the attention of the 
specialist public a number of objects 
published for the first time in the ` 
catalogues on the exhibitions. 


The most important of these 
exhibitions, which also served to 
relaunch Egypt as an attractive tourist 
destination, was undoubtedly that 
devoted to Tutankhamun. Beginning in 
1961, when the most beautiful objects 
from his tomb were shipped to the 
United States (remaining there until 
1963), the exhibition moved to Japan 
(1965—1966), Paris (1967), London 
(1972), and the Soviet Union (1974). 
It then returned to the United States, 
from where it moved to Canada 
(1976-1979) before completing its trip 
around the world in Germany 
(1980-1981). 

On the occasion of the completion 
of the restoration of the mummy of 
Ramesses II, France and Egypt 
celebrated by organizing an exhibition 
of a grandeur appropriate to the 


- pharaoh. The exhibition devoted to 


Ramesses I] was inaugurated in France 
in 1976 and restaged some years later 
in Montreal, from where it passed to 
cities in the United States 
(1985—1988). 

An exhibition dedicated to the 
figures of Akhenaten and Nefertiti was 
staged in Belgium (1975) and 
Germany (1976), in which, alongside 
the exhibits from the Egyptian 
Museum in Cairo were the objects 
discovered by Borchardt's mission at 
Tel el-Amarna. currently held in the 
Egyptian Museum of Berlin. 

Other exhibitions worthy of note 
and featuring artifacts from the 
Egyptian Museum in Cairo include 
those organized in Germany and 
devoted to the divine role of Egyptian 
royalty (Götter Pharaonen, 1978—1979) 


and to the role of women. The latter, 
inaugurated on the occasion of the 
Fifth International Congress of 
Egyptology at Munich (1985), was 
subsequently taken to other European 
cities. 

In Italy, an exhibition devoted 
exclusively to objects from the 
Museum was organized in Venice 
(Tesori dei faraoni, 1985). 

In recent years, Austria has 
dedicated an exhibition to the 
successful excavations conducted by 
the University of Vienna at Tel al- 
Dabha, with objects from the 
Museum's collection (1993), while 
Korea has recently displayed a series 
of monuments that give a general idea 
of the Egyptian civilization to a people 
geographically and culturally remote 
from the Nile Valley (1997).
